TO 

Make provision for the office of Divisional Magistrates in 
Ireland. 

B E it enacted by the Queen’s most Excellent Majesty, by 
and with the advice and consent of the Lords Spiritual 
and Temporal, and Commons, in this present Parliament assembled, 
and by the authority of the same, as follows : 

5 1. — (1). It shall be lawful for the Lord Lieutenant from time to 

time to appoint, and at his pleasure to remove, divisional 
magistrates, not exceeding six in number. 

(2.) Every such magistrate shall, within such district as may be 
assigned to him by the Lord Lieutenant, have the jurisdiction of 
1< > a resident magistrate appointed under the Act of the sixth and 
seventh years of the reign of King William the Fourth, chapter 
thirteen, and shall perform such duties of a resident magistrate, 
and such duties in the superintendence of the constabulary force 
in his district, as the Lord Lieutenant may from time to time 
16 direct ; and he shall receive such salary , not exceeding one thousand 
pounds a gear, as the Treasury may approve, out of moneys to he 
provided hy Parliament. 

2. In this Act the expression Lord Lieutenant includes the 
Lords Justices or other Chief Governor or Governors of Ireland for 
20 the time being. 

3. This Act may be cited as the Divisional Magistrates (Ireland) 
Act, 1888. 
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
